PUBLIC OPINION. 


What are we to understand by the oft 
repeated expression Public Opinion? Some 
suppose it to be the utterances of men in 
public Btationt the eq*gtn>enl* of Legisla¬ 
ture* >£<■ decmioj^ol cdfirts, or the pro 
clamsLnns Of' tlgkvdiief officers of city, 
State <V n*tlre.\J But this is an egregious 
misyttM 'Otherl think it will be found 
amo'HjfprofessionVl men. or in the colleges 
and schools. But neither clergymen, nor 
physicians, nor lawyers, nor educators are 
authorized, by reason of their relations to 
society, to declare what pnblic opinion is. 
In fact their very vocations tend to bias 
their minds and disqualify them for a com¬ 
prehensive and impartial Judgment of it. 

President Lincoln used to ssy that he 
needed and valued the “ public opinion 
bath ” which he got weekly or oftener, by 
mingling with the people. Public opinion 
is not created by eloquence, or zeal or en¬ 
thusiasm, for the reason that it is not a 
mere sentiment, it is a principle ; it lies not 
on the surface of the intellect or character, 
bnt is deeply imbedded in thp heart and 
conscience of each individual in the com¬ 
munity. For a time it may be hidden 
there, as leaven, to work and diffnse itself; 
or be bnried there, as seed, to germinate 
and produce when the exigency for which 
it was planted shall bid it spring forth. 

Wo have said it is not created by man, 
however exalted, however learned, however 
Influential; nevertheless men, intelligent 
end philanthropic men, may do much as 
co-workers with God. Laborers in his 
vineyard, it belong* to them to prepare the 
gronnd and, at the proper time, to sow the 
seed. Wait and watch the development. 
The practiced eye will soon detect the ger¬ 
minal shoots clearing themselves of their 
earth clogs, and ascending into the atmos¬ 
phere and sunlight. A single spear, or a 
handful here snd there, would attract lit 
tie, or no attention and be worth no care; 
but when the innumerable spears, syramet 
rical, beautiful, carpet the field with a liv 
ing green, its manifestation will be heeded. 
In due time It arrives st metnrity; It is 
ready to yield the Anita of its accumulated 
treasure. It is wheat in the kernel Now 
it is gathered into the store house where it 
baa s name, a significance, an Identity. It 
la capital, it la power ; when it la amassed, 
snd Is re pres ented on 'chaags it is a power 
la com mere*, in political economy, in na¬ 
tional diplomacy.

WOMAN AS A TRUSTEE. 

An article on “ Woman as a School 
Truster," from the Tr«tfton Sfau Stntinl

While some of its arguments are forcible, 
there are eerioue objections to putting wo¬ 
man into that office. 

These objections are not made in ueperri 
opposition to “ woman’s rights,' 1 butts re¬ 
gards her peculiar qualification for this po 
sition. We not only acknowledge her flt- 
nes* by nature and disposition for the early 
instruction of children; but we also be¬ 
lieve that it should be entrusted to her in a 
much higher degree than it is at present. 
But there are some parts of school manage- 
meat that more probably devolve ou man, 
und for which his masculine nature better 
fits him. Occasionally a woman is fuuud 
who can control the discipline and order 
of a large school, but these are exceptional 
case*. Our experience has convinced us 
that the principal* of large schools should 
be men. But we are not discussing this 
subject, and will therefore confine our¬ 
selves to a consideration of woman's fitness 
for the office of trustee. 

To arrive at a right understanding of the 
case, it is necessary to know what a trus¬ 
tee’s business is. The writer of the article 
referred to, says, “ Really the duties oi the 
trustees are the management and over- 
s^ghi of the teacher, buildings, and the 
morul and intellectual government and ed 
ucation of the children.” Now we object 
to this list of a trustee’s duties; the “man 
agement and oversight of the buildings ’ 
we assent to—the “management and over 
sight of-the teacher ’’ is another thing. If 
the teacher understands his businem, the 
trustees in nine out of ten schools are not 
qualified to “manage and over***” him. 
Teaching is yuppoeed to be his profession, 
which he has studied and practiced, and 
when engaged by the trustees it is the sup¬ 
position that he can do the work. The 
trustees should visit the school and see that 
he conducts it properly; that he is faithful 
in bis attendance, aud the general dis¬ 
charge of his duties. More than this it 
would be dangerous to do except in dis¬ 
trict schools, where the small salary paid ia 
not expected to engage a teacher possess¬ 
ing abilities and attainments amok anparioi 
to those possessed by the trustees them 
selves. Let as be understood: to the 
trustees belongs the geueral direction of 
the school; it is theirs, not the teacher'a 
But s man might as well direct his carpen¬ 
ter how to plane a board, make a doer, or 
lay a floor, as to give directions to a teacher 
about the particulars of the work. In 
large schools s principal should have this 
power; the trustees should see that he per¬ 
form* his duty in this respect If he does 
not, let them get one who wilL They can 
judge whether the work is well done, even 
if they cannot tell just how to do it. Woman 
a trustee would, undoubtedly, form as 
correct an opinion as man of the character 
of a school; we think, however, it would 
seldom be a better one. But would the be 
aa likely to take decisive steps when neces¬ 
sary, as the less sympathizing and more 
positive man ? 

Just here, we would enter a protest 
against the statement that, “Men trustee* 
as * genera) rule will never visit the school, 
take no interest in it, nor encourage the 
children or teacher.” Our experience in 
Essex county has taught us the contrary 
most decidedly. There are very few dis¬ 
tricts where the above statement ia ovan 
half true; in the great majority, men apend 
days, and a large part of the night often, 
in laboring for the good of the schoola. 
This is often done, even to the serious neg¬ 
lect of private businees. 

The affairs of many of our achoola re¬ 
quire business ability of no mean order. It 
is a great error to suppoee that ^“Fi¬ 
nancial department of our school system ia 
happily under the complete management 
and protection of the State." Very often 
the township tax, the district tax, the issue 
of bonds, the erection of buildings, and 
other heavy expenses devolve entirely upon 
the trustee*. Businem ability of a high or¬ 
der is thus required. 

There are other objections of a like char 
acter; but we have said enough to explain 
our position. But we do favor woman's 
presence and influence In the direction in 
diem ted by the fenttnei and Capital; not 
however, as trustee, but visitor. If the 
Legislature touches the matter at all, we 
earnestly hope the present character of the 
board of trustees will remain unaltered , It 
is the result of many years experience, but 
woman’s presence aa a visitor, with advi¬ 
sory-power. would, to all probability, bean 
advance. At least it would not be dan 
gerou* to try it

In one raapect, however, this in wall. 
We piece before us a high, an almost per¬ 
fect human model, with which we compare 
our ttalesmen end public officers As a 
general rule, when weighed ia this balance 
they are found wanting. It ia a good plan, 
however, to keep the balance reedy for con¬ 
stant use.

Let It be carefully ob¬ 
server! ; let our people meet In crowds to 
celebrate Ite coming; let our most eloquent 
orator addr«M them, and our ablest writers 
direct our attention anew to the life and 
character of George Washington. The 
youth of this nation should be familiar with 
his history, and keep him in their hearts 
m their model of e man.

The late opinion of Vice Chanc ellor 
Dodd in the suit of the Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road against the Naticmal RpTlrosd Com¬ 
pendia a mog^vyibVnntnbutton to 
the principles of civil 
law first conceived. In com 

her thoughtful men of in 
dependent jud^Wot*, we were quite dis¬ 
appointed when the Vice Chancellor’! dec! 
aion wm made known. We supposed that 
the memories of the long continued mo¬ 
nopoly of “ Camden and Amboy " were 
yet too fresh in the minds of jnrists and 
statesmen to justify the belief that any 
Judge would have temerity enough to take 
on independent stand which would seem 
to favor the claims of that great corpora 
tion. 

After reading careftilly the full printed 
report of the Vice Chancellor’s opinion, it 
is impossible to deny that he ha* sustained 
his decision by the moat invincible argu¬ 
ments and the moet clear and conclusive 
reasoning. One thing is certain, a con 
trary opinion would have proved that an 
acknowledged and established franchise, 
defined and granted by the sovereign power 
of the State, had, after all, no rights which 
anybody wm bound to respect. Nothing 
can be clearer than that whatever may have 
been in the mind of the National Railway 
Company m to a through route and the op 
eratingof a through railroad between New 
York and Philadelphia, it wm not appar 
ent from any or all of the charters by 
which they claim the right. Nor does it 
appear that the Legislature, in granting 
the six separate charters on which the Na¬ 
tional Company bases its claim of fran 
chiae for a through line, had any Idea that 
such a project wm intended, or that such a 
right would be assumed. 

This able opinion of the Vice Chancellor 
will be deemed no leas creditable to the 
character of our State for its impartial jus¬ 
tice than to the Vice Chancellor himself 
for his learning, his probity, his aound 
judgment, and hia fearlessness. It cannot 
fail to strengthen the confidence of the 
people In our judiciary, and it should in¬ 
duce a greater circumspection on the part 
of our legislators to prevent the prwaibility 
of such an occurrence again, either by art¬ 
ful designs of any, or the want of care in 
(rafting bills and charters.

Another question is soon to engage pub¬ 
lic attention; Indeed is already talked of 
informally in various coterie* and gather 
Inga of citiaena. We refer to the subject of 
sunion of Bloomfield with Newark. Many 
think this oousolidatioa will take place 
within a very few year*; and no intelligent 
man donbto its ultimate accomplishment at 
a not very dlatant period. Newark people 
regard it the ** manifest destiny " of that 
city to absorb all that portion of Essex 
county which lies eMt and south of the 
Watchung mountains—when it will be¬ 
come one of the great and noble cities of 
the Union. 

We do not wish now to consider the mer 
its of the question. There are evident ad¬ 
vantages to attend the consolidation of the 
popnlous suburb* adjacent to a large city 
within it* corporate limits. W bet her these 
are greater and more weighty than the 
drawbacks ia a debatesble question. Let 
both sides be looked at fairly and consid¬ 
ered deliberately without prejudice, and 
we have no doubt but the beet results will 
be reached. Truth and justice never fear 
or avoid the light when supported by hon¬ 
orable advecatea. The columns of theG*- 
trm are open for its consideration.

This is more than oue man ia equal 
to, and more than ought to be exacted of 
any one. m our laborious and faithful As- 
was free to acknowledge. This also 
seemed to be the prevailing sentiment of 
the meeting*. Divided opinion*, however, 
as to the mode of relief Will probably pre¬ 
vent any change thla year, m it is getting 
too late to procure the necessary legislation. 

We would suggest to the citiaena of 
Bloomfield to ventilate the subject thor 
oughly in the columns of the Gazcttk, 
which are freely open to all riiacumion* on 
that or other town matter* of interest, con 
ducted in * spirit of fairness, without of¬ 
fensive personalities.

HINT* FOB THB TIM BA. 

Every generation of boys and girls gets 
well lectured by parents and teachers on 
the importance of correct habits and good 
principles in the beginning of Hfe. The 
old proverb, “ Just si the twig is bent," 
etc., ia repented over and over again, and 
another use of the “twig,” more direct 
and impreMive, is often made to carry 
out the same idea. All this is well, and w r 
see the confirmation of these old-fashioned 
morals in eyery generation. For the men 
sad women are in character aud life only 
the development of the boys and girls 
which they used to be. The bad crook of 
the bad neglect of childhood does its evil 
work down to old age. 

Now it ia with communities very much 
aa it ia with individuals. There is a law of 

first settlers make a neighborhood what it 
continues to be for! hundred yean after 
wards; by which the village makes the 
city. Illustrations of this can be found 
at band as well sa far remote, and 
will probably come up In. various way* be¬ 
fore we get through our “ hint*.” 

The villages of Bloomfield and Montclair 
need to give special heed to these thing*. 
They are juat beginning to develop into 
proportions. They bare fine natural 
advantages. They are destined to be the 
home of a large population. Their material 
and moral characteristics axe matter* of the 
greatest concern, and need a constant re¬ 
gard from those who in the present time 
have the control of those influence* which 
are to give shape to the future. If a far¬ 
sighted and liberal policy shall prevail, the 
good fruits of it will speedily appear be¬ 
fore our own eyes, and will indefinitely 
benefit thoee who may come afterwards 
on the contrary, a narrow and niggardly 
plan shall be adopted, its only influence can 
be to repreM our-prosperity, and in future 
years to call forth better censures upon those 
in our day who would not be wise in time. 

Let me pay a word tint of all in regard 
to material improvements. The beauty 
and welfare of a place depends largely on 
its streets. If these are laid out on a gen 
eral plan, broad, well graded, well shaded 
one great requisite of attractiveneM and 
prosperity will immediately be gained. II 
on the other hand, the streets are laid out 
in a hap hazard way, narrow, irregular, 
twisted by the whime of one crooked man, 
cramped by the parsimony of another 
brought to a sudden stop by the injunction 
of a third, then will that neighborhood 
“have gained a loss,” whose interest will 
be heavily compounded every year against 
them. A badly laid street is a perpetus 
nuisance. One of the constant wonders of 
travel ia the senseleM manoer in which 
country roads and city streets were laid out 
in old fashioned timM. Pearl itreet, in 
New York city, ia said to have been origi 
nelly a cow path, and the old Knickerbock¬ 
er* first rode along it; then built upon It 
and so perpetuated that marvellously 
crooked thoroughfare. If the burned dis¬ 
trict In Boston shall only be laid out with a 
new system of street* Instead of th« old 
entangled net work, the dreadful fir* will 
not have been without very decided and 
permanent benefit* after ail. if the lower 
part of New York city had to be laid out 
anew, even the meanest man will admit it 
ought to be done on a very different scale 
of street* from those which now exist We 
know indeed that Bloomfield and Mont¬ 
clair are *nt New York, but they are al 
ready more than New Yorg once was, and 
they are now among the rery beet 
New York's suburln, and one of 
demands is a uniform
